It was decided to place the road on a 
substantia) basis and go ahead with its 
operation in the expectation that il.will 
develope into a paying proposition, 

John V. Clarke, president of the Hiber- 
nian Banking company of Chicago, was 
elected chairman of the l>ond lioMirs' com- 
mittee. Other members are Charles B 
Shedd of Chicago and George A. Somer- 
ville, Miller Lash and Robert Caasels of 
Toronto, Canada. 

On advice of Attorney Jacob Nnwrnan, 
in whoso olliee the meeting was held, it 
wtiB decided to proceed with foreclosure 
actions which were begun in U'hiciico and 
Milwaukee, following the roadV failure to 
meet the inlerest on its bonds. It is esti- 
mated that these proceedings will require 
three nionthi>, at the end of which time the 
company will ho tliornuglily reorganized 
"It looks iiR if the properly would pay 
out within five years," said Attorney Nhw- 
umn. *'I wish I had some of the bonds.

Tribe Where Sisters' Children Inherit 
a Man's Property. 

A Methodist niissionary In- British 
Xcw Guinea — now known as Papua — 
Uov. W. E. JJrownlow, has ndtlod to 
the world's knowledge of tho curious 
and little known races of the great 
north PacIIlc Island by the discovery 
and partial taming of a now tribe. 

The race In fiueailonconslstsof about 
20,000 blacks, living at a place called 
Dobu. The customs of the race arc 
must curious. 

The Immigration policy Is more 
drastic than that of "Wlille Australia," 
for all strangers have either to be- 
come full moinbers of the tribe or be 
ealen. When dealing with Mr. Brown- 
low, however, tho dUTiculty was got 
over by making him a father of the 
tribe. 

Each tribe and each family had 
their own land, nnd no portion Is al- 
lowed to go 7ut of their possession 
oxcept as a loan for a season's crop. 
The men marry out of their own tribe 
and on their death their land becomes 
the property of their sisters' children. 

Women have great influence In the 
affairs of the tribe, and their duties 
are quite distinct from those of the 
men. The men clear the bush and 
dig the ground, then tho women pre- 
pare It and plant yams, the crop be- 
ing theirs. If a man wants any yams 
ho has to ask for them, Tho banana 
patch, however, Is his own property. 

Wives are obtained by purchase. If 
a man pays well for his wife ho can 
thrash her occasionally, but she could 
Icavo him if she did not like It, and go 
hack (o her own village.

SPEAKER SHIFTED HIS QUID. 



This was Done So That No Partiality 
Could Be Shown. 



Doctor lllldrnlli, In his "Memoirs ol 
tho Early Settlors of Ohio." devotes 
a chaptor to Abraham Whipple of 
Uhode Island. He was born tn 17:iH, 
and was one oCthe Qral to take a hand 
In tho revolullonary war. In 17SG he 
was elected a reprt'suhtailvo to tho 
legislalnre from the town of Cranston. 

Tho advocates of tho paper-money 
RVRtem were then In power, and had 
chosen Othnlel Gorton, a clumsy old 
man, for speaker. 

Gorton was In the habit of keeping 
a largo quid of tobacco In one side ot 
his mouth, which pressed out ono of 
his cheeks. Most of the debates were 
on tho opposite side ot the hall from 
that on which Commodore Whipple 
sat, and the speaker's face was com- 
monly turned that way. 

Once In the course of the debate 
Whipple had cogitated n speech, which 
he waited for an opportunity to de- 
liver. At last, out of patience, ho rose 
and called, "Mir. Speaker!" The speak- 
er, whoso faco was turned the other 
way, did not hear him. H« raised hia 
voico to Us utmost, "Mr. Spoakerl" 

Gorton started, and turning to tho 
commodore, said, "I hear you." There- 
upon Whipple began: 

"I wish, Mr. Speaker, you would 
shift your quid of tobacco from your 
starboard to your larboard Jiw, that It 
might give your head a cant this way, 
so that you could Bomctlmea hear 
comcthlDg from this side of tho 
house." 

Then ho went on with his speech.

Probably more freight and more 
passengers are transported" In China 
by the wheelbarrow than by any other 
land method. The wheelbarrow used 
In China dlffora from that used In 
America In tho fact that the wheel Ts 
sot' In* the center and thus supports 
practically the entire load, while tho 
handles are supported In part by a 
strap or rope oyer the shouldura of 
the man who operates It, 

As a result the coolie In China will 
transport nearly half a ton on his 
wheel. Wheelbarrows are much used- 
In the country whore the roads aro 
but little developed, and I have heard 
that passengers sometimes make tho 
entire trip from Shanghai to Peking, a 
distanco of GOO miles, by barrow. 

A two-passenger barrow will make 
about 20 miles a day, and the'coollo 
Is content with a pay of about 20 cents 
a day, or an average of about half a 
cent a mllo for each passenger. 

On the level, well-kept streets of 
tho foreign quarters, of such cities aa 
Hongkong, Shanghai and Peking tho 
wheelbarrow coolto will struggle along 
-with a load of six or even eight pooplo. 
—Washington Herald.

Return to Old Conditions. 
By reconstructing tho old domestic 
hand loom for use with power a weav- 
er near Chemnitz has opened the way 
for a considerable return to textile 
manufacture In the home, not only In 
Saxony, but in other localities where 
electricity provides cheap power on a 
email scale. The new loom is built al- 
most entirely of wood. It requires a 
space of 10^p4 feot In length, seven 
feet in width and 7^ feet in height, 
weighs 4,500 pounds and one-half 
horsepower Is sufflcient to run It The 
Jacquard apparatus has been Ingeni- 
ously applied so as to make unneces- 
sary tho ordinary heavy lifting box. 
This houaehold machine Is very quiet 
In operation, soils at $50, or about one- 
fourth the price of an Iron mechanical 
loom, and the coat of weaving In tho 
early experiments has been loss than 
half of that with the factory loom. It 
Is to bo adapted soon for weaving 
manifold thread instead of tho single 
thread of the first model.

Hi^storlans of Napoleon's Invasion of 
Uusflla have for more than a jccntury 
been trying to discover whose hand It 
was which applied the torch to Mos- 
cow or gave the order for the confla- 
gration which precipitated the French' 
emperor's retreat, says the Washington 
Post. At the time Count Theodore 
Kostopchlue was said to have been the 
incendiary. In 1823, however, ho pub- 
lished a pamphlet. "The Truth Con- 
cerning the Groat Fire ni Moscow," Ir 
which the blame was laid at the. door 
of French soldiers made mad with vod- 
ka.

AUSTRALIAN -INSURANCE. 



Curious Old-Tlme Custom Which Still 
Prevails In an English Village. 

The ItUle town of Hunsorford was 
recently the sccno of Uie cpialnt cele- 
lirallon of IlockUde. 

The property, of the manor, which 
comprlBos a valuable trout llshory. has 
lately coma within ibe purview t)f tho 
charity conimlBsIonorB, who havo es- 
InbllBhed a scheme for the future ad- 
ndnlstralion by popular (ruKtocs, but 
with the proviso that the holding:^ 
of the manorial court, with Its pictur- 
osque old world customs, should be 
allowed to continue. 

Tho functions began with a series 
of blasts on the historic horn, and 
then the tutU men, armed with staves, 
set forth on their perambulations, 
their duty being to demand a penny 
from every male householder nnd a 
kiss from each lady who crossed their 
path. As a rule the privilege Is 
granted with much good humor, and 
husbands look on with ennanlmlty. 

Meanwhile the Hocktlde Jury wero 
sitting In solemn conclave, appointing 
the constable nnd coroner and other 
ancient ofllccrs whose duties are more 
or less obsolete.— London Standard. 



Scheme by Which State Provides 
Cheap Protection to Settlers. 

Consul General, Jolm P. Bray of Mel- 
bourne reports that the government of 
the Australian state of Victoria Is 
about lo undertake the experiment of 
state Insurance In connection with tho 
houses of settlers, which the govern- 
ment has erected on a scheme by 
which repayments by the occupants 
ore extended over long periods. 

It Is estimated that tb'; set tiers will 
have to pay the government for the 
state Insurance of the houFcs what is 
equal to .in annual i.remlum of not 
much more titan one-fourth per cent, 
upon the value of (ho projierty, where- 
as If companies did the Insuring the 
men would — according to departmen- 
tal estimates — have to pay at the rate 
of between one-half per cent, and one 
per cent. Tho government has al- 
ready accepted the responBibillty for 
the 250 houses which have either been 
erected or are being built. The bouses 
are wooden, nnd many of them are 
situated In localities where the Are 
flghUng machinery is not of the most 
modern type. The companies offered 
to Insure the places at premiums vary- 
ing from J2.55 lo ?-i,2i5, allowing fen 
per cent, discount. This would havo 
cost the 250 setUers the price of about 
two housen u year. 

Tho government program provides 
for the building of 500 new houses 
within the next two years. This will 
bring tbe total number up to 750 
houses. According to the departmen- 
tal estimates, if Ihe government were 
to accept tbe Insurance companies' 
terms it would cover the cost of six 
hnuBOH a year In Insuring this num- 
ber. The government hopes instead 
to charge the settlers less than would 
the companies, yet establish a sub- 
stantial, fund from which to meet all 
losses.

Lamphere Thursday night said that 
ho was conildent the dead body In the 
fire was Mrs. Gunness' regardless of 
what other people raoy think. Ho 
reiterated his Innocence of setting Are 
to the house, though admitting that 
ho was on the road and saw tho lire 
that night. Ho also declared that he 
did not see Mrs. Gunness kill Helgc- 
leln, 

"I have no complaint to make about 
tho verdict. Things looked pretty 
blue, but tho verdict might have been 
worse." 



Director North Proud of Small Ir 
crease Over 1900. 

Washington. — The cost of tak- 
ing the next census, as estimated 
by Director North In his annual report 
Just Issued, will bo $12,030,000. 

The director points with pride to the- 
fact that this sum Is but $410,000 more 
than tho cost of tho census of 1900, and 
says that this will bo accomplished 
"In spite of the enormous growth In 
the population during tho last decade, 
a growth largely contributed by for- 
elgn-hom people who do not speak 
English, a class which It la very ex- 
pensive and very dliHcult to enumerate. 
If the work can be done for this sum 
It will bo the Orst time In the history 
of the nation that a census has been 
taken and compiled at practically the 
same cost as tho prior enumeration." 

Tho increase, he says, heretofore 
from decade to decade has been about 
50 per cent The enormous saving, 
says tho director, will be effected by 
reason of the existence of the perma- 
nent census bureau and tho installa- 
tion of tho bureau's own tabulating 
machines, which, he states, will do the 
work faster and more ofllclently than 
tho machines which were rented.

Great Flood Works Havoc In West 
Guthrie, Okla. 

Guthrie, Okla. — As the result of a 
48-hour downpour In the valley of the 
Cottonwood river and Its tributaries, 
the Cottonwood overflowed bore Sun- 
day afternoon. Several hundred homes 
are partially under water in West 
Guthrie and 3,000 people arc homeless. 

The river Sunday night was ono foot 
higher than over before In Its history, 
and rising 12 Inches an hour. Hun- 
dreds of people who refused to get out 
of tho flooded district, believing that 
the river would not rise as rapidly qs 
It did, flrcd shots of distress beforo 
sunset and many boats with an army 
of rescuers brought tho tardy ones to 
places of safety.

SECOND BLAST IS FEARED 



Flfty-Slx Bodies Are Recovered, But 

Work of Finding Victims Is 

Slow, Owing to Qasea 

and Debris. 



Marlannn, Pa., Nov. 30.— Flfty-alx 
bodies, all but two of them horri- 
wore taken Sunday from tho mine of 
the Pittsburg-Buffalo Coal Company 
here, in which an explosion occurred 
Saturday, killing many men and cast- 
ing Into gloom what was until then 
considered tho model mining town of 
tho world. 

There Is no doubt that the death list 
win reach 138 men. Ofllclais of the 
company, who had stated that not 
over 125 men had been killed, Sunday 
night admitted that 138 men wont 
down tho shaft to work Saturday 
morning. According to miners and 
others famlljar with the number of 
men generally employed In the mine, 
tho death list will exceed tho com- 
pany's CBtimato by at least 50. 
Exact Number Is Not Known. 

As in nearly all mine disasters, 
there seeraa no way at present of. 
knowing how many men wont to work. 
Tho number check-off system has 
again proven defective and from no 
■ourco can an accurate statement as 
to the fatalities bo secured. 

It is possible that tho exact number 
of men killed will never bo known. 
Up to darkness Sunday night 25 bod- 
ies hart been brought to the surface In 
an iron bucket. Arms, legs or^ heads 
wore missing from somo and the 
trunks of others were burned, bruised 
and cut 

Two Were Suffocated. 

Two of tho men taken from the 
mine had been suffocated and their 
bodies were not even scratched. One 
of these was John Ivlll, a cousin of 
John H. Jones, president of the Pitts- 
burg-Buffalo Coal Company, owners of 
tho mine, who was employed as hoad 
time-keeper. Ivlll's body was found 
beneath a coal-dlgglng machine and it 
was apparent that the young man had 
crawled there In a vain effort to es- 
cape the deadly fumes. 

The body of tho other man was 
found near Ivlll. The unfortunate had 
placed his face In a pool of water, 
which all miners are advised to do 
when an explosion occurs, In a desper- 
ate attempt to light off suffocation un- 
til rescued. 

The opinion was expressed by a 
number of export miners that the 
mine will not bo clei^red of victims for 
■ovoral days. 

Danger of Second Explosion. 
Reports have been In circulation 
that a second and more terrlflc explo- 
sion is likely to occur at any moment. 
The company officials assert this is 
not true. There Is coaslderable gas In 
tho mine, however, and thero is un- 
doubtedly danger of a second explo- 
sion. 

Many relatives of the victims stood 
all day close to the ropes around the 
shaft, but there were few ot the har- 
rowing scones uapally associated with 
ft mine explosion. Moat oMhe relatives 
are Engllsh-speaklug people, who bear 
their grief In silence. It Is estimated 
that one-fourth of the victims are 
Americans. As rapidly as possible the 
work of rescue la being carried on. At 
short Intervals new men are sent Into 
tho mine to relievo others searching 
for the dead. Owing to. tho danger- 
CUB gases and tho mass of wreckage In 
the mine, the rescue work Is slow and 
la being carried on with great precau- 
tion. Experts from Pennsylvania 
and West Virginia are In charge of the 
work of exploration and are being 
materially assisted by J. 'W. Paul and 
Clarence Hall of the United States ex- 
perimental and testing etatlon In Pitts- 
burg.

HITCHCOCK TO BE POSTMASTER 
GENERAL UNDER TAFT. 



Ropubllcan National Chairman Select 
ed Because of HIa Ability to Ad- -' 
vise Preeldent-Elcct 



Hot Springs, Vo.— Frank H. Hitch- 
cock has been offered and has accepted 
the position of postmaster general In 
the Taft cabinet that Is to be. 

The- official announcement, of, this 
conclusion regarding the first cabinet 
selection of President-elect Taft 
doubtless will not bo made until Mr. 
Taft :haa completed his cabinet, at 
which time It will be announced en 
bloc. Because of thla view of tho sit- 
uation no expression regarding the ao- 
lectlon of Mr. Hitchcock was obtain- 
able for publication from either Mr. 
Taft or the Republican national chair- 
man. Thero were many reasons, It 
was pointed out, -why it was expedient 
that Mr. Hitchcock's status should be 




fixed, at least so far as tho principals 
are concerned, and a complete under- 
standing Is known to exist between 
them. Aa chairman of the Republican 
national committee, Mr. Hitchcock be- 
came more familiar than any other 
person with the political phase of 
questions likely to arise at the begla- 
nlng of the Taft administration and 
tho knowledge ho gained regarding 
tho personnel of tho party will be of 
groat service to Mr, Taft throughout 
his administration. 

Besides these reasons the national 
chairman admittedly possesses a com- 
prehensive as well as . a technical 
knowledge of postal affairs, gained by 
a protracted experience as first asalat- 
ant and acting postmaster general. Mr, 
Hitchcock, accompanied by Charles H. 
Boynton of New York, left here Friday 
night for Washington, whore Saturday 
night he was the guest of honor' at 
a dinner given by the executive 
and advisory commltteea of the na- 
tional committee. Ho then will visit 
headquarters In Now York. It is alto- 
gether probable that from this time on 
Mr. Hitchcock will be frequently la 
conforence with Judge Taft.

Withdraws In Favor of Root After See- 
Ing Judge Taft. 

Hot Springs, Va.— Timothy L. Wood- 
ruff, chairman of tho Now York Re- 
publican state committee, Sunday 
eliminated himself from the senatorial 
race In favor of Secretary of State 
Ellhu Root

electTaft and was followed by state- 
ments by 'both Messrs. Taft" and 
Woodruff. Aside from these state- 
monta, each of which concedes the 
election of Mr. Root to succeed Sena- 
tor Piatt on January 19 next, no de- 
tails of tho conference were made 
known. 



STEAMER RAMMED AND SUNK. 

Disaster In Fog Off Sandy Hook'Costa 
Four Lives. 

New York.— In tho thick ot a fog 
off Sandy Hook Thursday the stout 
steel freighter Georgic of tho White 
Star line rammed and sank the light- 
ly-laden Panama lino steamer Finance, 
outward, found, with 86 passengers. 
Tho Finance went down within ten 
minutes after the collision, carrying 
to their death three of her passengers 
and ono of the crow. 

The rest of. tho passengers, who Itt- 
eluded 19 women and 14 children, at 
well as others of the crew, were res- 
cued by the boats of the Qeorgle. 
The freighter was not damaged. 

Of the passengers lost, one was a 
woman, MIsa Ireno 'Campbell of Pan* 
ama, who clung frantically to the rail 
of tho sinking vessel and could not 
bo persuaded to release her hold, nor 
wero tho men who manned tho small 
boats able forcibly to remove her.

Startling Statistics on Legal Separa- 
tlona In United States. 

Washington,— Higher divorce rate 
In tho United States than In any of 
the foreign countries where atatlatlcs 
aro available, Is announced by the 
census bureau, which la a bulletla 
Juat Issued, says that at least one mar- 
riage In twelve In this country ulti- 
mately terminates In divorce. 

Tho report covers tho 20 years' from 
1S87 to 1906, inclusive. From 1887 to 
190G there were 12,832.044 marriages 
and 946,625 divorces, against 328,716 
divorcoa for the preceding 20 yoare. 
Divorce la now 2^6 times as common, 
compared with tho married population, 
as it was 40 years ago. Utah and 
Connecticut are tho only two states 
showing decreased dlvorco rate. De- 
sertion caused 38.9 of tho total di- 
vorces in tho 20 year*.
